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Special Session Urged 
By Farmers Of Navarro 
County; For Long Plan 


Farmers of Navarro and adjoin- 
ing counties unanimously 
urged 


upon Governor Ross Sterling the 
necessity of calling a special ses- 
sion of the legislature of Texas, 
and the passage of some law re- 
quiring cotton acreage 
reduction 
at a general mass meeting held 
in Corsicana Tuesday afternoon. 
Resolutions were adopted to this 


effect, 
and 
also 
endorsing 
the 
Long plan which would entirely 
prohibit the planting of cotton in 
southern states in 1932 by a vote 
of about four to one, over a re- 
port presented by the minority 
group of the resolutions ccmnm- 
tee which recommended an acre- 
age reduction of 50 per cent. 
Scheduled for the courthouse ui 


Navarro county, the hour of the 
meeting found all available rooms 
in that 
building 
insufficient 
to 
hold even a small portion of the 
crowd and the session was trans- 
ferred to the auditorium of the 
Corsicana high school. And each 
of the 1200 seats of that building 
were 
filled, 
chairs 
placed and 
these 
filled, and then 
hundreds 


stood up, while others could not 
even gain entrance into the audi- 
torium and stood in the halls out- 
side or turned away. Estimates 
varied from 2000 to 2500. 
Representative 
Crowd 


For the most part, the crowd 


was composed of the men, with 
a fair sprinkling of women who 
actually till the soil; along with 
them several 
business men and 
bankers from almost every com- 
munity in Navarro county and ad- 
jacent territory; a number of min- 
isters accompanied the members 
of 
their congregations 
to 
the 


meeting. 
A 
number 
of colored 


farmers managed to edge into a 
small corner at the meeting. 
J. 
E, 
McDonald, 
commission- 


er of agriculture, was the princi- 
pal speaker of the day, but oth- 
er speakers included Congressman 
Luther A. Johnson, Ex-Congress- 
man 
Rufus 
Hardy, 
R. E. L. 


Knight, Dallas attorney; and Rep- 
resentatives A. N. justiss of Cor- 
sicana and J. R. Donnell of Hills- 
boro, members 
of 
the 
current, 


Texas legislature. 
John C. Beck of Frost presided 


at the session as temporary chair- 
man and after calling for , order, 
stated that the meeting was in 
response to desire of Governor 
Sterling to hear expressions from 
the farmers of Texas. He said 
that Tuesdays' meeting should be 
able to give it to him, since it 
was one of the largest crowds 
that 
had 
assembled in Navarro 


county 
since the stirring draft 


days of 1917. 
Allison Permanent Chairman 


Nominations were 
then called 


for 
permanent chairman 
of1 the 


session, and A. A. Allison of Cor- 
sicana was unanimously elected to 
that post without opposition. 


The chairman 
began his key- 
note speech with a statement that 
if a. representative of the Dallas 
News was in the audience, let him 
answer the question as to wheth- 
er or not the people of the south 
are interested in the cotton situa- 
tion. He also asked that if there 


.vwere a friend of the senator from 
BiT-alveston in the audience, that he 
'.'J^ilty that senator that the people 
or' Navarro county were showing 
their interest 
by 
turning 
out 


strong to express their views. 
The speaker reminded his audi- 


ence that 31 years ago when Gal- 
veston was swept by a mighty dis- 
aster that trainload after train- 
load of relief was sent them, and 
that for a period of 25 years 
taxes were remitted that the city 
might build a sea wall for its pro- 
tection. He also declared that for 
75 years the farmers of Texas 
had shipped cotton through the 
ports of Houston and Galveston 
and have 
been 
responsible for 


their growth as cities and for the 
building of their 
skyscrapers. 


Mr. Allison stated 
that 
since 


1890 
when the railroads were in 


trouble 
and 
wanted 
a commis- 


sion to assist them, bankers, in- 
surance men, ginners, mHlers, and 
oil men have been able to secure 
needed 
legislation when 
it was 


desired; and he declared that the 
farmers had an equal right to de- 
mand and receive the same legal 
leadership to assist them in being 
able to make a living, save their 
homes, governments, and pay their 
debts. Ask Fair Treatment 


Texas farmers, the speaker said, 


are asking only what is fair, and 
what has been accorded other in- 
terests, after enduring for more 
abuse and neglect than any other 
class of people. Their only hope 
of unity of action is through leg- 
islation. He pointed out that re- 
cently when the oil men of Texas 
were confronted with a situation 
that was threatening their indus- 
try that they secured proper lawn 
and the state militia to back them 
up. The farmers, backbone of the 
state and nation, and builders, of 
cities but not content to live in 
them, are now asking only the 
same privileges 
and relief that 


other interests are securing. 


There has been no such spon- 
taneous outpouring of representa- 
tives from all parts of the county 
since the days of 1917, when they 
were sending; the sons of Texas 
into the World war, the speakei 
said. Farmers Mean Business 


"Farmers today mean business. 


They are here to secure fairness 
and justice and they will durn 
sure get It," said the speaker, and 
his . words were followed by a 
burst of applause. He then drew 
a 
parallel between Roman and 


American 
history, 
pointing out 
that the United States govern- 
ment for the past 75 years as in 
ancient Rome, had aided manu- 
facturing, banks, commerce, while 
the farmers had recently asked 
for aid and got a bone. 
Farmers of Texas will move to 


Austin and stay there 
if neces- 
sary during the special session of 
the legislature If it is necessary. 
So- -e of them will be unable to 
ride but will imitate the example 
of their fathers in marching to 
the capital as they did in the days 
of John H. Reagan. 
The time for tenderfooted poli- 


cies is past, the speaker shouted, 
and said that legislators who were 
opposed 
to 
what 
the farmers 


wa '.ted had better resign. He told 
his listeners that the legislators 
would hear their needs if they 
shouted loud enough. 
Farmers of the south have lis- 


tened to the importunities of the 
world for cotton and more cot- 
ton, and have answered the cries 
by growing more and more of 
it, until the world cannot use their 


products. 
Attempts 
have 
been 


made to bolster u-i the price by 
"pegging" but these have 
been 


unsuccessful. A cut in production 
was described as the only effec- 
tive weapon for fixing the prices. 
He stated that with the carry- 
over of this 
year, and 
present 


cron prospects, there would be 
enough cotton 
on hand to last 


the world 
for more 
than two 
years at the present rate of con- 
sumption. 
Befused to Pass BUI 
He stated that recently the leg- 
islature had refused to pass a bill 
prohibiting the plantirig of cotton 
on the same land two years in 
succession, and denied the farm- 
ers 
this 
conservation 
measure. 


After this, representatives of Tex- 
as attended 
the 
New 
Orleans 


meeting last week, where the lat- 
est sentiment of the farmer was 
expressed in a plan to prohibit 
the planting of cotton in 1932. The 
crowd took up the cry of "no cot- 
ton next year" in a roar of ap- 
plause through 
which could be 
heard several suggestions to make 
it for two years. 


The speaker declared that there 
was as much patriotism 
in the 


meeting in New Orleans as there 
had ever been In 'a meeting in 
the south, where leaders met with 
the same fervor that they showed 
in 1861. He pointed out that the 
Texas representatives 
had 
sub- 
mitted a plan to restrict the acre- 
age to one-third, but this along 
with other plans were voted down, 
and as a substitute the "No Cot- 
ton" plan was unanimously adopt- 
ed. That meeting declared that 
there could be no middle ground, 
and that the farmer would either 
have to "get on or get off." Mr. 
Allison described this method as 
the only means of raising the 
prices on the 1930 and 1931 cot- 
ton. 
' 
Would Beg for Cotton 


The speaker predicted that if 
planting of cotton could be pro- 
hibited until 
1933 that 
within 


three 
months' time the 
dealers 


would be begging for the cotton 
now on hand. He declared that 
the farmers had always borne the 
brunt of the tax burden just as 
they are doing in Texas today. 
The south has always been un- 


der the heel of northern politics 
since before the Civil war, Mr. 
Allison asserted, and for the first 
time has an opportunity to name 
its own future in a life-time. The 
south Is going to demand eco- 
nomic freedom, he said, adding 
that he was not speaking as a pol- 
itician, 
but that he 
had been 


waiting all his life for the oppor- 
tunity to come. And in conjunc- 
tion with other states, Texas now 
has the 
opportunity 
of a 
life- 


time. 
He then declared that the meet- 


ing was open to every citizen and 
farmer present if he desired to 
speak. It was moved that a res- 
olutions committee be appointed, 
and the chair announced that he 
would name the group in a few 
minutes.McDonald Introduced 


Declaring that Texas had pos- 


sessed agricultural 
commissioners 


since its statehood 
who usually 


went to Austin and stayed there, 
at present the state is fortunate 
in having a real agriculturalist at 
the helm, and introduced Com- 
missioner J. E. McDonald, assert- 
ing that he was responsible for| 
the question of soil conservation 
being submitted at the recent spe- 
cial session of the legislature. 


Addressing 
his 
audience 
as 


"Texans," 
the 
commissioner de- 


clared that his heart was made 
happy when such a response was 
made to a call to "arms" which 
was in reality a call to save the 
homes, schools and government of 
the 
farmers 
of this state. He 


apologized 
for his 
manner of 
speaking, asserting that he had 
stayed on the farm too long to 
learn to be an orator. 
He declared that he was espe- 


cially happy to see such an ex- 
iression from Navarro county, in 
the heart of the great cotton- 
raising section of the state. He 
said that he was a native of 
Texas, and born near Mexia, but 
that he did not properly appreci- 
ate the cotton-raising ability of 
Texas 
until 
he 
visited 
several 


other states of the south, and saw 
for himself that Texas raised one- 
third of the cotton of the nation 
and one-fifth of the world's sup- 
ply. 
But along with the pride of 


production came 
other 
responsi- 


bilities. 


Cotton. What is it? asked the 
commissioner. It is the greatest of 
commodities that comes out of 
the earth, and brings more wealth 
to the nation, and has more uses 
that any other. Southern people 
are the greatest of all, he assert- 
ed, and when the pinch of de- 
pression and 
poverty hits them 


the entire nation is soon affected. 
Blind Mob 


He denied the old adage to the 


effect that steel was the barom- 
eter of business, declaring that 
cotton was 
the real governing 


commodity. Cotton producers have 
been a blind mob, he asserted, un- 
til their industries and homes are 
threatened. With the producers a 
demoralized mob, they find them- 
selves In the same conditions as 
the railroads in the old days when 
rate cutting and other practices 
placed them in 
jeopardy, until 
Jim Hogg came along to establish 
the railroad commission to assist 
them. Then the insurance com- 
mission came along and soon the 
buyer of insurance found it no 
longer 
necessary to 
investigate 


each company, but was assured 
by the government that each com- 
pany was reliable. 


The oil Industry found itself in 


the same boat and demanded sav- 
ing legislation, and the great gov- 
ernor of Texas called a special 
session of the legislature. Then 
the oil men filled Austin and cor- 
nered each man until he saw the 
needs of the situation, and the 
legislation was forthcoming. The 
farmers also had some conserva- 
tion bills presented but there were 
only a handfull in Austin, and 
they failed to pass. The commis- 
sioner stated that he believed that 
the legislature would do what the 
the people waned 
if they were 
properly Informed. 


Oil Industry Small 


The facts and figures presentee, 


by the oil industry in Austin re- 
cently will 
appear as 
pygmies 


compared to the facts that the 
farmers are able to summon in 
support of their needs, and which 
will be presented at the special 
session which 
will 
probably be 


called next week, the commission- 


said. Just as the soldiers of ! conclusion that 
' 
France repeled the invaders, the 
commissioner said that he believ- 
ed that the farmers would refuse 
to allow their cotton to be taken 
and themselves left bloody in the 
fields. 


At 


Committee Named 


this point, 
Chairman 
Alli- 


son named the following commit- 
tee on resolutions to crystallize 
the sentiment of the meeting: W. 
S. Price, Kerens; J. B. Fortson, 
Corsicana; J. A. Ledford, Frost; 
Hill Bounds, 
Richland; 
W. C. 
Pearce, Corsicana; J. A. Bonner, 
Eureka; J. N. Edens, Corsicana; 
J. B, Bradley, Rice; F. N. Drane, 
Corsicana; Mrs. J. W. David, Cor- 
sicana; Jim Jackson, Angus. The 
commitee retired for deliberation 
at Once. 


Resuming his address, Commis- 
sioner McDonald declared Sterling 
was a great governor. When Mc- 
Donald took office last year, the 
governor told him that he had 
been elected to look after the ag- 
ricultural interests of the people 
of Texas, and assured him that he 
would give him all of the assist- 
ance possible. 


Knowing that the governor was 


considering calling a special ses- 
sion, Mr. McDonald said that he 
asked the governor to include an 
opportunity for the introduction 
of bills for farm relief. A few 
days before the announcement of 
the call was made to the press, 
the governor summoned him and 
informed 
him that the 
request 


had been included in the special 
call. He declared that the gover- 
nor was as interested in agricul- 
ture as he was in oil. 


The commissioner stated that he 
attended the meeting at New Or- 
leans at the request of Governor 
Sterling to represent Texas. He 
characterized that meeting as a 
session where the leaders of the 
south met with "blood in their 
eyes." Many plans were submitted 
for a possible relief, but all were 
sweet aside in favor of Governor 
Huey P, Long's plan. The com- 
missioner said that he had con- 
sulted with Texas friends and sug- 
gested a reduction to one-third of 
the present acreage, but it was 
refused. 


Mr. McDonald said that he then 


Informed the meeting that he had 
been trying for four years to get 
a reduction measure passed and 
that if they would not go with 
him, 
he would go with them, and 


would not walk by himself. The 
commissioner's remarks drew vig- 
orous applause. 


Twenty Cents a Pound 


He said that he had talked to 
a number of the leading factors, 
not the "bucket shop" men, but 
those who 
handled 
spot cotton, 


and that they informed him that 
if statutes were passed prohibit- 
ing the planting of cotton next 
year that it would mean 20 centa 
per pound for the 1931 crop, if the 
world 
would 
1933. 


He stated 


could 
be no 


be 
assured ' there 


more cotton until 


that the 
carry-over 


from past seasons at this time 
was 
approximately 
nine million 


bales, with an estimate of fifteen 
and a half million bales this year, 
making a total available of twen- 
ty-four and a half millio: 
bales 


in sight. With a normal consump- 
tion of about twelve million bales 
per year, more than a two years' 
supply is on hand. 


Long a Human Dynamo 


He credited Governor Long with 


being a human dynamo and nar- 
rated his refusal to allow a state- 
ment to be presented by the board 
of trade, which drew a big round 
of applause from the crowd. He 
said that he asked the same cot- 
ton factors who had 
-redicted 20 


cent cotton the possibilities if the 
bills failed, and they replied that 
cotton would bring three to four 
cents per pound. 


He stated that Governor Ster- 
ling waited in his office late Sat- 
urday until the commissioner re- 
turned from New Orleans for a 
report on the meeting. 


"All 
I want is an expression 


from the people," Mr. McDonald 
quoted the Texas executive as say- 
ing. 


"We will give It tp you darn 


quick," 
reply. 


was 
the 
commissioner's 


Mr. McDonald said that he had 


realized the need of the Cunning- 
ham bill, but the senate did not, 
so he started out all over again 
by carrying his message to the 
people. 


Begping the pardon of his au- 


dience, the commissioner launched 
into a brief discussion of the fed- 
eral farm board. He declared that 
the industry 
was sick or the 


board would never have been es- 
tablished, and that it was sup- 
posed to have been composed of 
men of outstanding ability, charg- 
ed with t'"> expenditure of im- 
mense amount 
of 
the 
people's 


monev. He then explained their 
predicament by saying that good 
food was helpful up to a certain 
point, but beyond that point it 
was detrimental. It was better, he 
said, to put the food in the re- 
frigerator and save it. But if the 
cook prepared too much food at 
the next meal, the economy ef- 
fort was wasted, and the only pos- 
sible remedy was to "fire" the 
cook. 


Overproduction Unchecked 
He declared that the 
federal 


farm board took over the excess 
and 
attempted to save it, but 


could not save the continued over 
production. They had no means of 
stopping over production but ad- 
vice. Had they been given the au- 
thority to enforce a curtailment 
of over production 
they might 


have been a great benefactor to 
the industry—but 
because 
they 


did not have the power, every- 
body wants to "cuss" them now. 


The 
commissioner pointed out 
that the legislature put the oil 
conservation laws on the statute 
books, and when their violation 
was threatened the governor had 
the courage to put the militia in 
the field to protect them, and oil 
prices are now 75 cents and a 
dollar a barrel. He declared that 
the farmers could get their leg- 
islation in the same way but that 
the militia would not be needed 
to enforce them for the farmers 
would respect the laws, and with- 
in a short time the prices would 
be around 20 cents, and the farm- 
ers would be saved. 


If the constitution of the state 


and the legislature cannot give 
the farmers 
the same 
relief as 


was given the oil industry, the 
farmers should 
scrap the whole 


thing, the commissioner said, and 
added that legislators who per- 
sisted in turning a deaf ear to 
their 
constituents 
at 
this time 
would 
likely 
be 
scrapped 
next 
year. 


He declared that the people of 
the state were cooperating with 
him wonderfully, and when they 
refused to continue to do so, he 
would go back to his farm. He 
said that he wished that the gov- 
ernor could see the crowd, or that 
he had a picture of it to take 
back to him, for it would answer 
his desire for an expression from 
the people. 
, 


The 
commissioner declared in 


response to 


the call was worthy of the cen- 
ter of the greatest cotton coun- 
try in the world, and that there 
was no legislator - 
dumb that 


he could not understand such a 
sight. 


Congressman Luther A. Johnson 
was sighted in the crowd, and im- 
mediately calls for a speech were 
heard from all over the auditorium 
and the representative of the sixth 
district of Texas in the national 
congress was given a tremendous 
ovation as he walked across the 
platform to the speakers' stand. 
He was urged fo take off his 
coat and "start in." The chair- 
man said In presenting Mr, John- 
son that no truer son of Texas 
ever lived. 


At this juncture a telegram was 


read by Mr. McDonald from Mart, 
Texas, where a special meeting 
was held Monday night. The mes- 
sage said: "We are planning spe- 
cial train to Austin if governui- 
convenes legislature for acreage 
control." It was signed by Steve 
F. Collins, a prominent farmer 
ler.ding the movement at Man. 
Lu.ner Johnson Talks 


Mr. Johnson said that he had 


come to the meeting to listen 
to the efforts of the farmers of 
Navarro county to get out of the 
tunnel of economic depression, de- 
claring that he realized their deep 
financial 
distress which he pic- 


tured as the worst in a life-time, 
and which 
was 
affecting many 


other states beside Texas. 
Farmers Must Decide 


On the particular question of 


cott> i acreage reduction, congress 
has no power of regulation, and 
all possible relief must be gotten 
from the legislatu: s of the vari- 
ous states. He declared that he 
would not discuss the Long plan 
or recess 
of planting, asserting 


that he did not know whether it 
was wise and that was a ques- 
tion for the farmers and legis- 
lators to determine. 
He quoted 


figures to show that an increase 
in the carry-over supply of about 
two million bales faced the farm- 
ers at this time, not including 
Ilnters or the new 
crop which 


prospects indicate will be large, 
and with only a nominal consump- 
tion. 


He declared that the problem 


was 
not 
entirely one 
of 
over- ] 


production, but that it was also 
one of under-consumption. He said 
that he believed that if the peo- 
ple of the world had the money 
there would be no surplus, but 
saw no possibility of the restora- 
tion of normal buying within the 
next 12 months. 


There has been discrimination 


against the farmer, the congress- 
man declared, stating that he had 
seen many instances in his eight 
years in Washington, and agricul- 
tural sections have never had the 
same consideration as other in- 
dustries. He declared that unfor- 
tunately he had always been a 
member 
of the 
minority party 


since he had been in 
congress, 
and the opposite 
party was In 


control. He declared that In his 
opinion it would be a godsend to 
the nation if the 
old principles 


of the democratic party were in 
practice today. He then presented 
some of the reasons why agricul- 
ture had not had a fair chance. 
Farm Industry Depreciates 


He stated that in the last 10 
years the- farm Industry had de- 
preciated about ten billion dollars 
in value, while other industries 
showed a gain of some twenty 
billions. 
He said that other sec- 
tions 
of the 
country had been 
talking about prosperity in for- 
mer days, but 
if they 
thought 


they were it was imaginary, for 
all the prosperity in the industrial 
east will feel the effect of the de- 
creased 
buying 
power of 
the 


south and southwest. 
There can 


be no lasting prosperity until ag- 
riculture is prosperous and that 
is Impossible until this govern- 
ment 
fulfills 
its 
constitutional 


duty and accords it fair and equal 
opportunities with all other in- 
dustries. 


He declared that in days gone 


by he had heard Roger Q. Mills 
and Rufus Hardy state time after 
time that to foist a tariff govern- 
ment upon a people would only 
make the rich richer and the poor 
poorer. This has resulted. 


Mr. Johnson declared that to- 


day 
33 per cent of the 
people 


had 90 per cent of the wealth( 
and 
that 
no lasting prosperity 


was possible under those condi- 
tions. He said that he thought 
that the Fordney-McCumber bill 
placed the tariff high enough, and 
then to the discredit of the last 
congress it passed 
the Hawley- 


Smoot bill, which was supposed to 
be a benefit to agriculture. 
Menace to Farmers 


"How many crimes have been 


committed in the name of agri- 
culture?" the speaker asked his 
audience. In the last 
bill agri- 


culture had very few schedules 
raised, while the other industries 
had many. Tariff has never been 
an aid but a menace to the farm- 
ers. He pointed out that there 
was no tariff on cotton, and that 
while there was a 42-cent tariff 
on wheat, there was an export- 
able surplus of this commodity. 
He said that the farmers had 
been forced to buy in a protect- 
ed market and sell ln a world 
market, and that the tariff was 
a double curse to them. This na- 
tion can .stand so much but the 
last 
tariff 
was the last straw, 


said the speaker. The nation had 
started into the gloom of the eco- 
nomic depression tunnel and the 
republican cure of a double dose 
of tariff had not aided. 


Tariffs have raised the walls so 


high that other nations cannot 
trade with America, Mr. Johnson 
asserted. They owe u.g money and 
can't send their exportable sur- 
plus or their products, or pay us 
in cash, for the United States has 
half the world's gold supply and 
the 
world Is suffering 
from 
a 
trade jam because of the tariff 
walls, with little chance of im- 
provement. 


He praised the export "deben- 


ture as a plan that would aid 
the farmers, giving a number of 
illustrations. He expressed a hope 
that the next congress would see 
a democratic 
majority 
in the 


house with John Garner of Uvalde 
as the speaker. He praised the 
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spirit of farmers in working to- 
ward a restoration of agriculture 
and said that Tuesday's 
meeting 


showed 
that the 
people were 


aroused and thinking, and when 
Americans began 
to think they 


will act, and out of the depres- 
sion will come some good. 


Resolutions Adopted 


The resolutions committee then 
made its report, F. N. Drane of 
Corsicana presenting the 
major- 


ity report, while C. IT. I'owton, 
Dawson banker,, presented the re- 
port of the minority members. 


The majority resolutions follow: 
"Whereas, under the call of the 


governor, for farmers to meet and 
express their views on the cotton 
situation,

county are assembled in a meet- 
ing at Corsicana, Texas. 
"Whereas, 
the

by world-wide depression 


has had the 
effect of reducing 


the price of cotton much below 
the cost of production and to tn« 
lowest point reached in more than 
thirty years, and, 


"Whereas, there is a movement 


south-wide in scope to secure a 
concerted action on the part of 
the state legislatures of all the 
cotton growing sates, 


"Now 
therefore, be it resolved 


that the farmers of Navarro coun- 
ty joined by allied and related 
interests 
depending on farming, 


do hereby declare their belief that 
the situation is so extraordinary 
and 
the probable 
outcome so 
grave, that we petition the gover- 
nor of Texas to immediately call 
an extraordinary session of the 
legislature to meet the emergency 
and recommend that, inasmuch as 
there are now on hand and in 
sight, approximately 
twenty-five 


million bales of American cotton 
or enough to supply the demand 
for more than two years, that the 
legislature, at once, pass a law 
prohibiting any planting of cot- 
ton in Texas for the year 1932. 
"Both as a measure for the con- 


servation of soil fertility and in 
the hope that such measure will 
enhance the price 
and prevent 


forcing the sale of cotton now on 
hand at the loss of hundreds of 
millions of dollars to the south 
and 
the forfeiture 
of the crop 


now about to be gathered. 
''We recommend that the plan 


suggested 
in the 
New Orleans 


meeting to be adopted as the 
only plan that will reach and re- 
lieve 
the 
situation 
as 
it now 


threatens. 


"We commend the governor for 


his earnest interest in the farm- 
ers of Texas, in offering to help 
work out some plan for their re- 
lief. 


"We commend the commission- 


er of agriculture, Mr. J. E. Mc- 
Donald, for the fight he is mak- 
ing in behalf of the cotton in- 
dustry, and pledge ourselves 
to 


stand by him and the governor in 
the 
battle 
now 
to 
be 
waged 


against 
conflicting interests and 
save the cotton Industry. 


"We urge our senators and rep- 


resentatives in the legislature to 
support the measure recommend- 
ed above as the 
only measure 


yet proposed that is of sufficient 
virility as to afford 
any imme- 


diate relief. 


"We appeal to - the citizenry of 


Texas, and especially the cotton 
growers of the state, to get into 
this fight as the only salvation 
for the cotton growing industry, 
and the only means of bringing 
the 
south 
out of the 
situation 
that threatens 
not only 
bank- 


ruptcy, but possible peonage. 


"Members 
of the 
senate 
and 


house of representatives are en- 
titled to the views of their con- 
stituents and we recommend that 
cotton growing 
communities all 


over Texas meet and express their 
wishes to their representatives at 
Austin, and urge their support of 
this movement, and we here and 
now so urge upon our own rep- 
resentatives 
and 
senators." 
Minority Report 


In presenting the minority re- 


port, Mr. Newton stated that he 
was expressing the sentiment of 
a meeting held in the west end 
of the county recently, and that 
he recommended a reduction of 
50 per cent—where a man had 50 
acres in cultivation that only 25 
should be planted in cotton arm 
the remainder in something else. 
eH said that he was joined by J. 
B. Bradley of Rice in the 
re- 


port. 


Mr. Drane moved the adoption 


of the majority report as some- 
one in the audience shouted. "We 
have a bad case; let's have a full 
dose/' A motion was then made 
to substitute the minority for the 
majority report. 


In 
defending the majority re- 


port, Mr. Drane said 
that 
his 


first reaction was the same as 
the minority group, and 
if 
left 


to his 
Individual 
tastes would 


have reduced the acerage to one- 
third and stopped there, but that 
such a plan had been rejected, 
and many agreed on the recess 
plan. Ordinarily, he stated, that 


he was opposed to regulation by 
legislation but that it was thu 
onlv possible way for a farmer 
to get action, typifying the farm- 
er as a "very numerous animal 
inclined to run 
in bunches uy 


himself." 


A. Q. Thornton spoke for the 
minority report, advocating a 50 
per cent reduction of cotton, and 
a statute preventing the spinner 
of the state from 
having more 
than a 30 or 60-day supply on 
hand unless they had paid a min- 
imum of 15 cents for the cotton. 
Large Land Owners Blamed 
Another 
farmer, whose 
name 


could not be learned, rose on one 
side of the auditorium and placed 
the blame for the overproduction 
upon the shoulders of the larg« 
land owners, 
because 
they had 


consistently refused their tenants 
the right to reduce cotton acre- 
age. 


Another arose and called atten- 


tion to the knotty problems that 
a 
recess 
would 
involve, asking 


what the cotton farmer would do 
beside hunt and fish; while still 
another asked how much money 
the banks would lend a cotton 
farmer on Jan. 1. 


R. F. Shaw, Frost banker, ad- 


vised against the Long plan, urg- 
ing caution and not radicalism, 
declaring 
that a recess in cot- 


ton planting meant ruin. 
J. N. Edens, Corsicana banker, 


stated that it had been recom- 
mended 
to the 
committee that 
both a majority and a minority 
report be presented, because the 
group had a double duty, one to 
the group and the other to all 
those attending the meeting. He 
said that all agreed that some- 
thing should be done. 


On a standing vote the minority 
report of a 50 per cent reduction 
was favored by perhaps a 
fifth 


of the crowd, while the remainder 
voted for the majority measure. 


Urge Special Session 
The crowd agreed that a spe- 


cial sesion should be urged upon 
Governor Sterling, and that the 
resolutions be sent him as an ex- 
pression from Navarro county. 


A. N. Justiss was presented and 
stated that the senate had not 
been credited 
with killing 
the 


Cunningham bill, but such was 
the case and the house did not 
have an opportunity to pass it, 
although it had been favorably 
received. 


J. R. Donnell of Hillsboro, flo- 


torlal representative, said that he 
had favored the Cunningham bill. 
He also stated that he had been 
misquoted in a newspaper recent- 
ly when he was credited with say- 
ing that the present legislature 
would not pass a reduction bill. 
He declared that 
his statement 


should have 
been "the 
present 


members of the legislature will 
not pass a reduction measure un- 
less they had heard enough from 
their constituents to change their 
views." He said that he took his 
cue from the meeting to Corsi- 
cana Tuesday, and would act ac- 
cordingly. 
Judge Hardy Speaks 


Judge Rufus Hardy was Intro- 


duced and declared that the ag- 
ricultural 
industry 
was 
facing 
bankruptcy unless stringent meas- 
ures were taken at once, and that 
the territory from the great plains 
through the old south was af- 
fected. He declared that organi- 
zation would triumph for agricul- 
ture as it had for all the other 
industries 
which had organized 
since the 
early history 
of the 


country. 


He asserted tht it was impossl 


b)e for the farmers to abide by 
a private agreement, so they were 
forced to agree by law. Although 
it is an old democratic principlt 
for the government to keep hands 
off, 
government 
interference 
is 


needed in agriculture to prevent 
the control from falling Into the 
hands of great combinations. 


He stated the need of a Moses 


today 
to lead the 
people, and 


credited both Governor Long and 
Governor Murray with having a 
kindred 
spirit to 
the Biblical 
leader. He said

A trans- 
portation company took Smith's 
fortune, but not his nerve, _ 
and 
eight years later he was a million- 
aire again. 
Smith at one time had control 
cf the world's borax output. His 
first stake was made '.n Nevada. \ 
where he owned a few acres o£- '' 
timber land. 
From his cabin on 
the mountain side he had 
often, 


noticed a peculiar white streak on 
the desert floor below him. In- 
vestigation proved it to be the 
largest bcrax deposit discovered 
up to that time. 
Smith was born Feb. 2, 1846, 
in Richmond.

FAVORS

1932 
COTTON CROP 


After extended discussion, mem- 


. Ders of the board of directors of 
the Corsicana Chamber of Com- 
merce endorsed the Long plan of 
cotton reduction which carries '«. 
\ recess from 
cotton planting in 


1932, 
and forwarded an expression 
of their action to Governor Ross 
Sterling. 


Clyde Foster, vice chairman of 
the trade extension committee, re- 
ported 
that 75 Corsicana mer- 
chants 
had 
underwritten almost 
$1500 of the expense of the fall 
trade activities. A final meeting 
of the committee and further re- 
ports will 
be held Wednesday 
morning. He reported that the 
plans would probably be put in 
effect between Sept. 1 and 10. 
W. P. McCammon, chairman of 
the membership 
committee, an- 


nounced the resignation of sev- 
^ 
en members of the organization. 
R. J. Jackson, chairman of the 
highway committee, reported on 
the trip of members of his com- 


.^ 
mittee to Austin Monday for a 
conference 
with 
Gibb Gilchrist, 
chief engineer for the 'state high- 
way commission. They were join- 
ed in Austin by the Palestine del- 
egation for a conference on high- 
way 22 to Palestine by way of 
Wildcat Ferry. Mr. Jackson said 
that he developed that Navarro 
county had approximately suffic- 
ient funds on hand to complete 
the projett, but that Anderson 
county lacked some $50,000, which 
was in doubt at this time. 
Highway Information „ 


No definite information was se- 
cured on highway 31 east, but 
it was indicated that th'.z road 
would be awarded from Corsieana 
to Athens as a single project. On 
highwaV 14 south, the highway 


_ —department is doing everything 
possible to solve the problem of 
buckling, 
and 
special engineers 
from the federal department an- 
now engaged in extended researcl 
to find some solution, and th 
contract 
has been promised at 


Boon as a solution is found to pro- 
tect the investment of the state ' 
and county. Little definite infor- 
mation could be secured on high- 
way 31 west. 


Mr. Jackson, also reported that 


t efforts had been started to se- 
cure the placing of another coat 
of gravel on the road from Em- 
house to the county line north 
to insure an all-weather road. 
He also reported the work of 
paving highway 
75 about 
half 
completed to Rice. He reported 
that F. P. McElwrath Construc- 
tion company was completing its 
work in Freestone county Tues- 
1 
day, leaving only a 17-mile strip 
to be completed. 
Mr. Jackson said' that while the 
committee 
was in 
Austin they 
called on Governor Sterling and 
complimented his action in deal- 
ing with the cotton situation. The 
governor is reported to have told 
x the committee that if the farm- 
ers wanted an extra session they 
could get it, by asking for it. 
Compliment Governor 


The Corsicanan said that the 
governor was also complimented 
on his declaration of martial law 
in East Texas, and the halting of 
one of the most colossal "steals" 
ever 
manipulated. 
He declared 
that the establishment of mar- 
tial law had more than trebled 
business in the oil field area be- 
cause it had assured men of long- 
time employment. 


A request was made to the 
Chamber that it call a meeting of 
bus owners operating from and 
through Corsicana, in an 
effort 
to secure a bus terminal for the 
city. The directors authorized is- 
suance of the call for the meet- 
ing.

Chamber, reported that after ex- 
tended study and investigation the

Allison Makes Talk 


He then presented A. A. Alli- 
son, who briefly traced the his- 
tory of the movement. He said 
that the situation had been pre- 
sented 
in the Texas 
legislature 
several days ago, and that a suit- 


;'• 
able bill had been introduced in 
both the house and the senate, 
calling for reduction and crop ro- 
tation, but it was killed in the 
senate 14-10 and was never taken 
up in the house after that. 


He declared that at the New 
Orleans conference, Commissioner 
of Agriculture J. E. McDonald 
proposed a reduction to one-third 
cf the tillable acreage, but that 
it was overwhelmingly defeated in 
favor of the Long plan for entire- 
- ly eliminating cotton in the south 
in 1932. It was pointed out that 
the original McDonald plan would 
have made the cotton hold-over 
about 25,000,000 bales. The speaker 
declared that the only hope of re- 
lief was the Long plan. 


In response to a question it 
was stated that i was estimated 
that about 21 per cent of the 
hold-over cotton was untenderable 
but J. N. Edens stated that no ac- 
curate information was available, 
^as the government had 
refused 


to make the necessary investiga- 
. 
tion or at least to make such 
' information public. 


Mr. Edens .continued in answer 
to a question as to whether the 
farmers wanted such a- plan by 
stating that nine out of 10 farm- 
ers were for any kind of a plan, 
and recognized the futility of co- 
operative efforts among the farm- 
ers, " and 
that 
legislative 
action 
must come soon. 
.Big Ealiy at Mart 


. 
Mr. Allison reported that some 
\ 600 farmers staged a great spon- 
\taneous 
demonstration 
at Mart 
Monday night In faior 
of the 
plan as explained by the agricul- 
tural commissioner. He declared 
that Texas must lead in the move- 
ment and that there was a defi- 
nite need 
for advanced prices 
now. 


C. C. Roberts questioned the 
ability of the county to withstand 
the effects of such a plan, asking 


. what the farmers would do when 
they have nothing left now. He 
suggested the buying up of this 
•year's crop by the government 
and private firms at reasonable 
prices. 


Mr. Edens answered his query 
by saying that the farmers could 
get by better without raising cot- 
ton than with sucft a crop, since 
ther' has be.en Uttle or no money 


made in the staple in recent yeqrs 
by the average farmer. Tie said 
that this year many would be 
unable to pay out of debt on the 
crops. He said that buying the 
cotton would not decrease 
the 
available supply and that was the 
real need of the situation. He said 
that he had been individually op- 
posed to such legislation in the 
past, but that he was convinced 
now of the necessity of going the 
full route or none. 
, 
Will Listen $0 Farmers 


He stated that Governor Ster- 
ling had informed the Corsicana 
delegation Monday that he would 
listen to the desires of the farm- 
er and not to the outside inter- 
ests. 


Continuing 
Mr. Edens 
stated 
that almost everyone was agreed 
that something must be done, and 
done legislatively, but almost ev- 


ery Individual would vary on the 
extent of the reduction, and since 
the Long plan has been receiving 
considerable support, that 
this 
meeting should endorse that plan. 
P. N, Drane declared that he 
was convinced something must be 
done, and while he had always 
opposed legislative action, he was 
convinced that by law was the 
only chance of success. He de- 
clared that private treaty was not 
sufficient, pointing to the recent 
events in the East Texas oil field 
as an example of this type of 
cooperation. He said that while 
the recess might be drastic ac- 
tion, at the same, time it might 
be the only possible means to 
the desired end, and since almost 
movements were compromises, he 
was joining in qn the recommen- 
dation of "whole hog or none." 
Mr. Edens pointed out that for 


the past two years the govern- 
ment, banks, and individuals had 
been preaching reduction and that 
this year the cut would amount to 
some eight to 10 per cent,, a negli- 
gible 
figure. 
In response to a 


question, .Mr. Edens said that ho 
was sure a recess would 
effect 
present prices but that he would 
not say to what extent. 
Drastic Changes Evident 
C. C. Roberts 
stated 
that it 


seemed that all of the movement 
was to be done at the expense 
of the farmer, and that also other 
business would have to be ma- 
terially revamped If the plan were 
carried through. He was answered 
by Mr. Edens who pointed out 
that even -more drastic changes 
would have to be made if the sit- 
uation continued as at present. 


Mr. Allison pointed to the fact 
that for 25 years an effort had 


been made to find some plan up- 
on which the farmers would co- 
operate, but none had been found 
and that as a result of the New 
Orleans meeting, the south had an 
opportunity to assert its independ- 
ence and assume a new role. 


The directors then unanimously 
accepted the recommendations of 
the agricultural committee, and 
endorsed the Long plan, and au- 
thorized a notice 
to Governor 
Sterling to that effect. 
The mass meeting to be held 
Tuesday afternoon at the court- 
house was announced. 
Takes Salary Cut 


President Ted B. Ferguson an- 
nounced 
that 
Secret .-u-y W. O. 
Harwell had voluntarily offered to 
take a reduction in his salary to 
aid the economy program of the 
the chamber, cutting it from S3600 
to $3000 per year. The directors 


Immediately extended a vote of 
TTommendation to the executive, 
and accepted the change in salary 
with the understanding that the 
figure would be raised as soon 
as conditions warranted. 


Mr. Harwell 
informed 
the di- 


rectors that the put would not 
be money saved but would aid 
in reducing the amount of the 
possible deficit at the end of the 
fiscal year.
